DRAINAGE. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (A). 

The  number  of  choked  drains  was  550,  as  compared  with  550  in  the  previous 
year;  while  the  number  of  choked  w.c.’s  was  26,  as  compared  with  24  in  the 
previous  year.  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  against  a house  proprietor  for  failure  to  clear  out  a choked  drain 
or  w.c. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a large  per- 
centage of  such  chokage  is  due  to  improper  usage  on  the  part  of  the  tenants.  A 
number  of  years  ago  the  department  fntroduced  the  policy  of  sending  letters  of 
warning  to  the  tenants  in  all  cases  where  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  the 
chokage  was  due  to  wilful  interference  or  improper  use.  During  the  year  36  letters 
were  sent,  as  compared  with  84  in  the  previous  year. 


SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  an  inspection  of  the  sixty-one  schools  situated  within  the  City 
was  carried  out.  Information  was  sent  to  the  City  Architect  regarding  the  repairs, 
&c.,  required  in  twenty-five  of  the  schools  under  the  control  of  the  City  of  Aberdeen 
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Education  Committee  and  to  the  respective  secretaries  of  two  schools  which  are 
outwith  the  control  of  this  Committee. 

These  repairs — numbering  sixty — and  consisting  of  the  cleaning  of  walls  and 
ceilings  of  sanitary  conveniences;  the  repair  of  drinking  fountains,  urinal  and  w.c. 
cisterns;  doors;  partitions  and  roofs  of  w.c.  apartments;  and  the  distempering  of 
dining-halls  and  kitchens,  &c.,  have  been,  or  are  being,  attended  to. 

In  a number  of  the  older  schools  the  work  of  modernising  is  gradually  being 
overtaken.  This  work  will,  no  doubt,  in  due  course  be  carried  on  to  a completion.

During  the  past  two  years  the  Scottish  Special  Housing  Association,  Limited, 
have  completed  330  four-roomed  permanent  houses  at  Garthdee  West.  These 
houses  are  factored  by  the  Corporation. 

In  addition,  1,500  three-roomed  temporary  houses  have  been  erected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Works  since  the  war.  These  houses  became  Corporation  property  six 
months  after  completion.

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  672,  while  the  number 
of  houses  under  construction  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  622. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  since  1919,  with  the 
aid  of  subsidies  under  the  Housing  Acts,  is  1,685.  This  number  includes  49  houses 
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erected  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Assistance  to  Builders)  Scheme  (Scotland), 

1920.  Of  the  total  number,  259  contained  more  than  4 rooms.  The  scheme  of 
assistance  to  private  enterprise  was  terminated  on  31st  March,  1934. 

I am  indebted  to  the  City  Engineer  for  the  following  information  regarding 
the  number  of  houses  erected  without  the  aid  of  a subsidy  since  1919.  The  total 
number  of  dwelling-houses  so  erected  is  3,833,  and,  of  these,  2,964  consisted  of 
houses  of  4 rooms  and  under. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  period  1919-50  is, 
therefore,  14,804,  and,  of  these,  1,266  contained  more  than  4 rooms. 

There  were  also  6 houses  for  Police  personnel  completed  at  Kincorth,  the  whole 
capital  cost  of  which  is  recoverable  by  the  Corporation. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  past  year  was  852. 
Temporary  housing  accommodation  for  19  families  is  still  provided  at  Torry 
Point  Battery. 

Tents  and  Vans. 

In  December,  1949,  the  number  of  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  31.  Of  these,  23, 
containing  75  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who  desire  to  obtain  a house.

Ill  addition  to  the  houses  specified  in  Question  1 (c),  a complete  sanitary 
survey  was  made  of  169  houses  in  which  tuberculosis  had  occurred.  In  6 cases 
action  was  taken. 

Poultry. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  has  been  a further  improvement  in  the 
conditions  under  which  poultry  is  kept. 

A2iplications  were  received  from  3 tenants  of  Council  houses  for  permission  to 
keep  jjoultry.  On  inspection,  it  was  found  that  conditions  were  not  suitable  and, 
accordingly,  permission  was  not  granted. 

Bug  Infestation. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  60  houses — 33  privately  owned  and  27  local  authority 
—were  found  to  be  bug  infested.  These  houses,  and  the  furniture  therein,  were 
sprayed  with  liquid  D.D.T.  and  the  bedding  treated  with  D.D.T.  powder. 

The  Factorial  Department  forward  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons 
removing  to  Corporation  houses.  All  these  houses  are  visited  and,  in  330  cases, 
spraying  was  carried  out  as  a precautionary  measure  against  the  risk  of  bug 
infestation  in  the  new  houses. 

Filthy  Houses. 

During  the  year,  the  floors  of  26  dwelling  apartments,  the  articles  of  furniture 
in  18  apartments,  and  19  sets  of  bed  and  body  clothing  were  cleaned  by  the 
occupants  after  notices  had  been  served  upon  them.  The  numbers  in  the  previous 
year  were,  respectively,  41,  27,  and  24.

There  is  a considerable  number  of  houses  which  require  to  be  re-visited 
frequently  in  order  to  eirsure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being 
maintained. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST  (RESTRICTIONS) 

ACTS,  1920  TO  1939. 

Applications  for  Certificates  by  Tenants. 

Three  applications  for  certificates  in  terms  of  Section  2 (4)  of  the  principal  Act 
were  received,  and  certificates  granted. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Altogether,  78  observations  were  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  quantities 
of  smoke  emitted  from  chimneys  of  business  premises,  and  also  from  the  chimneys 
of  premises  which,  in  previous  years,  had  been  the  cause  of  complaint. 

During  the  year,  one  complaint  was  received  regarding  excessive  emission  of 
smoke  from  railway  engines  at  Ferryhill  Sheds  and  Sidings.  Observations  were, 
however,  made  during  the  course  of  the  year  when,  on  6 occasions,  it  was  found 
that  the  emissions  were  excessive.  The  British  Railways  were  communicated  with, 
and  an  improvement  has  been  attained. 

Alterations  were  carried  out  to  the  furnace  of  the  heating  boiler  at  the  Joint 
Station,  with  the  result  that  there  is  a decided  improvement  in  the  emission  of 
smoke. 

There  are  still  grounds  for  complaint  as  regards  excessive  emissions  of  grit 
from  the  chimney  of  the  City  Hospital. 

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  complaints  were  again  received  regarding 
the  emissions  of  grit  from  the  chimneys  of  the  Hydro-Electric  Works.  On  investi- 
gation, it  was  found  that,  on  occasions,  there  were  grounds  for  complaint.  The 
introduction  of  the  additional  plant  was  an  improvement  only  in  so  far  as  it 
reduced  the  grit  to  a very  fine  dust.  The  management  was  interviewed  with  the 
view  of  having  this  nuisance  reduced  to  a minimum. 

The  Stoker  Demonstrator  has  visited  the  premises  of  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board,  when  it  was  found  that  the  smoke  could  be  reduced  to  a minimum. 
Unfortunately,  the  improvement  did  not  continue.  An  additional  boiler  is  to  be 
provided  in  the  near  future. 

Complaints  were  again  received  regarding  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  from 
the  chimney  of  a laundry.  Observations  were  made,  and  it  is  intended  to  discuss 
the  matter  with  the  Stoker  Demonstrator  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power. 

Steam  wagons  passing  along  the  streets  have  been  kept  under  observation. 
The  number  of  wagons  so  dealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  10. 

Alleged  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  fumes  and  smoke  from  the  Grit  Factory 
in  Holland  Street. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
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Alleged  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  fumes,  smoke,  and  grit  from  the  Grit 
Factory  in  Ruthrieston  Road. 

Several  complaints  were  again  received  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  the  factory 
was  under  observation  on  23  occasions.  On  18  of  these,  there  was  cause  for 
complaint. 

Nuisance  from  dust  emanating  from  stone-crushing  plant  at  Rubislaw 
Quarries. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Pollution  of  River  Don. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  an  Engineering  Inspector 
from  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  along  with  officials  from  the  City 
and  County  of  Aberdeen,  inspected  the  River  Don  at  its  lower  tidal  reaches.  A 
report  was  in  due  course  submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Slaughter-houses. 

At  the  close  of  1950  there  were  4 slaughter-houses  in  the  City,  containing 
37  slaughter-booths. 


Other  Offensive  Trades. 


At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  16  firms  in  the  City  who  carry  on  cne 
or  more  of  the  businesses  set  forth  in  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  18’.I7, 
as  coming  within  the  definition  of  offensive  trades.

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Complaints. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Inspections. 

All  the  premises  in  which  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  visited  frequently, 
the  total  number  of  inspections,  exclusive  of  slaughter-houses,  being  64. 

PIG-STYES. 

At  the  end  of  1950  there  were  7 pig-styes  on  the  register,  being  one  more 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (D). 


FACTORIES. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register  1,301  factories  (excluding 
butchers,  dairies,  and  bakehouses),  comprising  895  in  which  mechanical  power  is 
used,  and  406  in  which  mechanical  power  is  not  used. 

Consequent  on  the  inspections  made  by  members  of  the  staff  and  the  issue  of 
formal  intimations  to  the  employers  whose  factories  were  not  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  or  of  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations,  1938, 
a variety  of  improvements  were  effected. 

The  nature  and  importance  of  such  improvements  will  be  readily  appreciated 
from  a perusal  of  Appendices  I and  II,  which  show  the  work  done  in  factories  by 
employers  during  the  past  year.  In  addition,  a good  deal  of  work  of  a similar 
nature  was  in  hand  in  a number  of  factories,  but  had  not  been  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Nine  Notices  were  received  under  Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  which 
requires  that  the  Factory  Inspector  shall  give  notice  to  the  local  authority  of  any 
act  or  default  in  relation  to  any  drain,  sanitary  convenience,  water  supply, 
nuisance,  or  other  matter  in  a factory  which  is  liable  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  local 
authority.  These  Notices — seven  of  which  dealt  with  defective  or  insufficient 
sanitary  conveniences,  one  with  lime-washing,  and  one  with  insufficient  means  of 
heating  in  a non-mechanical  factory — were  dealt  with. 

As  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  the  occupiers  of  all  factories  employ- 
ing outworkers  sent  lists  of  these  to  the  department  twice  during  the  year. 
Altogether,  14  lists  were  received,  embracing  139  outworkers.  The  homes  of  all 
the  local  outworkers  were  visited. 

The  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  with  respect  to  sanitary 
conveniences  are  made  applicable  to  building  operations  and  works  of  engineering 
construction.  During  the  year,  58  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
sanitary  conveniences  provided  for  the  employees  on  the  sites  of  36  building  opera- 
tions. Defects  were  found  in  24  of  these  conveniences,  and  in  every  case  the 
required  work  was  carried  out. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  installation  of  “washdown”  w.c.’s  for  the 
use  of  employees  on  building  jobs  which  are  to  last  for  some  considerable  time  and 
where  a sewer  is  available  is  increasing,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  soon  become 
a universal  practice. 

Inspection  of  Plans. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  plans  were,  at  the  request  of  the  Director  of 
Town  Planning  or  City  Engineer,  reported  on  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  These 
jhans  dealt  with  the  erection  or  alterations  in  connection  with  factories,  fish 
premises,  warehouses,  public-houses,  places  of  public  refreshment,  shops,  schools, 
dwelling-houses,  &c.  All  the  plans  were  examined  and,  where  possible,  the  premises 
visited  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  respective  statutes  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  different  types  of  businesses  were  complied  with. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 

Tliere  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  62  bakehouses  in  the  City,  50  being  classed 
as  mechanical  factories  and  12  as  non-mechanical  factories,  being  two  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

In  connection  with  these,  404  visits  were  paid.  Details  of  the  work  done  are 
given  in  Appendix  I (F). 

Bakehouse  Welfare  Order,  1927. 

By  arrangement  with  H.M.  Factory  Inspector,  assistance  is  given  by  the 
sanitary  staff  in  seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order  are  complied  with. 

Washing  Facilities. 

In  nine  bakehouses,  a constant  supply  of  warm  water  is  not  laid  on  to  the 
sinks,  but  this  is  readily  obtained  by  means  of  gas  rings. 

Suitable  Accommodation  for  Clothing. 

In  55  bakehouses,  cloakrooms  or  clothes  chests  are  provided,  while  in  the 
remaining  seven  no  accommodation  is  provided. 

The  requirements  as  regards  the  exhibition  of  dermatitis  notices  and  the  pro- 
vision of  first-aid  treatment  are  generally  complied  with.  First-aid  boxes  or  first- 
aid  equipment  is  provided  in  all  the  bakehouses. 

THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  RELATIVE  ORDERS 
AND  REGULATIONS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  250  persons  registered  to  sell  milk.

This  is  an  increase  of  nine  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

All  the  dairies  and  milkshops  are  regularly  visited  by  one  of  the  assistant 
inspectors. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (G)  and  (H). 

The  number  of  cowsheds  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  eight,  being  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.  Since  the  Veterinary  Inspector  employed  by  the  Tcwn 
Council  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  byres 
have  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1934. 

In  a circular  issued  to  all  local  authorities,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  directed 
to  include  in  his  Annual  Report  a statement  of  the  extent  to  which  Articles  IV 
to  XIV  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  were  being  complied  with. 
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Articles  IV  to  IX  deal  with  the  provisions  against  infection  or  contamination. 

Article  X enacts  that  “No  person  shall  add  any  colouring  or  thickening  matter 
to  cream  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  and  no  person  shall  sell  for 
human  consumption  cream  to  which  any  colouring  or  thickening  matter  has  been 
added.”  A similar  provision  regarding  the  addition  of  colouring  matter  to  milk, 
skimmed  milk,  or  separated  milk  is  contained  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment 
Act,  1922.  All  the  samples  of  milk  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst  are  examined 
for  the  presence  of  colouring  matter.  None  of  the  samples  were  found  to  contain 
colouring  matter. 

Articles  XI  to  XIII  deal  with  provisions  as  to  conveyance  of  milk. 

Article  XI  (1)  enacts  that: — “No  dairyman  or  person  in  the  employment  of 
a dairyman  shall  use  any  wooden  vessel  for  the  conveyance  of  milk  (other  than 
butter  milk)  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

(2)  No  person  shall  consign  for  transit  milk  intended  for  sale  for  human 
consumption  which  is  contained  in  a vessel  (other  than  a bottle)  unless  the  vessel — 

(a)  has  marked  on  it  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  of  the  milk  or 

has  attached  to  it  a label  bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the  con- 

signor, and 

(b)  is  provided  with  a lid  without  openings  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  the 

access  to  the  milk  of  dirt,  dust,  or  rainwater  or  the  return  to  the 

interior  of  the  vessel  of  any  milk  which  may  have  been  splashed  above 
the  lid.” 

No  contravention  of  Sub-Section  1 was  discovered. 

In  connection  with  Sub-Section  2 (a),  two  letters  of  warning  were  sent.  No 
contravention  of  Sub-Section  2 (h)  was  discovered. 

In  addition,  26  letters  were  sent  to  dairymen  regarding  repairs  to  milk  cans. 

No  contravention  of  Article  XII  was  discovered. 

Article  XIII  enacts  that  “ Every  person  shall,  before  delivery  to  any  common 
carrier  or  other  person  for  transit,  a vessel  containing  milk  intended  for  sale  for 
human  consumption,  cause  the  vessel  to  be  sealed  by  means  of  a leaden  seal  or 
locked.”  Fifteen  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  offenders. 

Article  XIV  requires  that  “No  person  shall  sell  by  retail  for  human  con- 
sumption skimmed  milk,  separated  milk,  or  cream  except  from  a vessel  labelled  or 
marked  in  clearly  legible  letters  ‘Skimmed  milk,’  ‘Separated  milk,’  or  ‘Cream,’  as 
the  case  may  be.” 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936-1941. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  49  retailers  licensed  to  sell  “Certified”  milk. 

The  Northern  Co-operative  Society,  Limited,  are  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk  in 
their  premises  at  Berryden  and  to  sell  “Pasteurised”  milk  in  35  of  their  branch 
shops.  William  Reith,  Kennerty  Dairy,  Rose  Street,  Crown  Dairies  (Aberdeen), 
Limited,  Waverley  Place,  and  George  Maitland,  Balgownie  Dairy,  are  licensed  to 
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Jiasteurise  and  sell  “Pasteurised”  milk.  The  Aberdeen  and  District  Milk  Market- 
ing Board,  Lilybank  Creamery,  Kittybrewster,  are  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk  in 
their  premises  at  Lilybank  Creamery,  Kittybrewster.  A licence  was  also  granted 
to  the  Aberdeen  Dairy  Company  to  pasteurise  and  sell  “Pasteurised”  milk.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  licences  were  also  granted  to  other  retailers  to  sell 
“Pasteurised”  milk. 

One  producer  is  also  licensed  to  sell  “Standard”  milk. 

Samples  were  procured  from  the  retailers  of  “Certified,”  “Pasteurised,”  and 
“Standard”  milk  and  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst.

Ice-cream  and  Preserved  Food. 

Section  23  of  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers)  Confirmation  Act, 
1938,  makes  it  compulsory  for  (a)  all  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
manufacturer  or  vendor  or  dealer  in  ice-cream  or  preserved  food  to  be  registered  by 
the  local  authority,  and  (6)  for  all  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  for  sale,  or 
sale  of  ice-cream  or  preserved  food  or  for  the  storage  of  ice-cream  or  preserved 
food,  to  be  registered  by  the  local  authority.  During  the  year  all  premises  in 
which  preserved  food  is  manufactured,  stored,  or  sold  have  been  visited  from  time 
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to  time  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  requirements  of  the  Section  were  being  complied 
with.

ICE-CREAM  (SCOTLAND)  REGULATIONS,  1948. 

These  Regulations  require  that  certain  hygienic  measures  are  observed  in  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  main  provisions  deal  with  the  heat  treat- 
ment of  ice-cream  mixtures  and  the  registration  of  ice-cream  dealers,  cleanliness 
of  persons,  premises,  and  vehicles  concerned  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream . 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  afore-mentioned  Regulations,  structural  altera- 
tions were  essential  in  all  the  manufacturing  premises.  During  the  year  873  visits 
of  inspection  were  made,  either  to  advise  as  to  the  alterations  necessary  or  to  super- 
vise while  the  work  was  in  progress. 

Applications  for  the  registration  of  40  manufacturing  premises  have  been 
received,  and  at  31st  December,  1949,  only  six  had  been  granted.  During  the 
year  25  applicants  have  completed  the  necessary  alterations  to  premises  and  the 
installation  of  plant,  and  have  accordingly  been  registered.  As  regards  the  remain- 
ing applications,  six  premises  are  nearly  completed,  and  in  three  cases  nothing  has 
been  done. 

Applications  by  59  persons  to  sell  (as  distinct  from  manufacture)  “loose”  ice- 
cream were  received.  In  connection  with  27  of  these  applications,  the  premises  had 
been  found  suitable  and  were  registered  during  1949.  The  remaining  32  applica- 
tions were  granted  in  the  course  of  the  year.  In  addition,  eight  new  applications 
were  received  and  certificates  granted. 

The  vehicles  of  30  vendors  of  ice-cream  have  been  registered.  Additional 
applications  were  received  from  27  persons,  and  these  vehicles  have  also  been 
registered.  In  this  connection,  it  is  disappointing  to  report  that,  on  inspection 
of  vehicles  whilst  engaged  on  street  trading,  it  was  invariably  found  that  one  or 
more  of  the  necessary  facilities  for  cleanliness,  i.e.,  water,  soap,  towel,  or  nail- 
brush, were  missing. 

Under  the  powers  contained  in  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers) 
Order  Confirmation  Act,  1938,  150  persons  are  registered  to  sell  pre-packed  or 
wrapped  ice-cream. 

SHOPS  WHERE  FOODSTUFFS  ARE  SOLD. 

Under  a local  Act,  every  occupier  of  any  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  any 
article  of  food  who  does  not  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  good  condition  is  liable  to 
a penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  and  to  a daily  penalty  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings. 
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Altogether,  1,169  shops  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  in  351  cases  the 
occupiers  were  communicated  with  regarding  the  condition  of  their  shops.  Details 
of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (I).

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HOTELS. 

Inspections  were  made  of  ten  hotel  kitchens,  and  in  one  case  it  was  found  that 
six  defects  required  to  be  dealt  with.  The  required  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  total  quantity  of  food  seized  or  destroyed  during  the  year  1950  was 
306|  tons.  This  does  not  include  the  seizures  at  the  Slaughter-house.  The  total 
seizures  at  the  slaughter-houses  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Tinned  Foods. 

Considerable  attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  inspection  of  tinned  foods. 
All  factories  where  such  articles  are  prepared  are  regularly  visited. 

Wholesale  warehouses  and  shops  are  also  visited,  and  in  these  200  lots  of 
tinned  foods,  comprising  beef,  fish,  soup,  vegetables,  milk,  jam,  tomato  puree, 
fruit,  and  fruit  juices,  were  dealt  with  as  being  unfit  for  human  food.  The 
number  of  lots  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  263. 

In  addition,  10  lots — 2 cwts. — comprising  butter,  fats,  liquid  eggs,  cheese, 
and  bacon — were  dealt  with  as  being  unfit  for  human  food,  but  considered  fit  for 
animal  feeding  and  handed  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  salvage  officers. 

Prosecutions. 

In  no  case  did  the  Sanitary  Inspector  find  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  anyone  for  having  in  his  possession,  or  having  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale,  food  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A detailed  statement  of  the  meat  seized  during  each  month  of  the  year  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  III. 

Cold  Stores. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  four  cold  stores  are  registered.  These  premises  were 
regularly  visited.

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THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926,  AND  ORDERS  MADE 
THEREUNDER  AND  THE 

AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCE  (GRADING  AND  MARKING)  ACT,  1928. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the 
above  Acts  and  Orders  made  thereunder  was  1,629.  Of  these,  224  were  made  to 
shops  where  eggs  were  sold;  248  to  shops  where  apples  were  sold;  250  to  shops 
where  oat  products  were  sold ; 227  to  shops  where  currants,  raisins,  and  sultanas 
were  sold;  130  to  shops  where  honey  was  sold;  188  to  shops  where  tomatoes  were 
sold;  223  to  shops  where  butter  was  sold;  and  139  to  shops  where  bacon  and  ham 
were  sold. 

Premises  at  the  Cold  Store  in  Green  have  been  duly  registered  for  the  cold 
storage  of  eggs. 

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1852  TO  1941. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  applicants  applied  to  have  their  names  retained  on 
the  list  of  persons  entitled  to  sell  poisonous  substances  included  in  Part  II  of  the 
Poisons  List.  Nine  additional  applications  for  registration  were  also  received. 

All  the  premises  registered  were  visited  in  order  to  see  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts  and  Rules  made  thereunder  were  being  complied  with. 

EXTERMINATION  OF  RATS. 

Since  August,  1931,  the  Scheme  for  the  extermination  of  rats  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Town  Council.  Five  whole-time  ratcatchers  are  employed  by  the  Town 
Council.  Under  the  Scheme,  the  services  of  the  ratcatchers,  available  to  con- 
tributors to  the  Scheme,  are  also  made  available  to  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises 
which  are  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  on  payment  of  charges  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  Scheme.  The  number  of  contributors  at  the  end  of  1950 
was  135,  being  7 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to 
their  premises  during  the  year  was  5,041,  as  compared  with  5,336  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  services  of  the  ratcatchers  were  also  made  available,  on  request,  for  222 
citizens’  premises  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats.  The  number  of 
similar  premises  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  170. 

The  ratcatchers  periodically  visit  all  open  places,  such  as  rubbish  tips,  railway 
embankments,  burns,  &c.,  and  also  all  premises  belonging  to  the  Town  Council 
which  are  known  to  be  infested  with  rats. 

Valuable  assistance  continues  to  be  rendered  by  the  City  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment in  raising  the  pavements  and  closing  up  the  rat  runs.

On  21st  April,  1947,  the  Local  Authority  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Aberdeen  Steam  Fishing  Vessels  Owners’  Association,  Limited,  regarding  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  vessels  belonging  to  members  of  the  Association.  The 
contract  was  for  a period  of  one  year,  and  involved  the  servicing  of  over  200 
vessels.  This  contract  has  again  been  renewed  for  a further  period  of  one  year. 
One  man  is  employed  in  servicing  the  trawlers.  Altogether,  3,949  visits  were  paid. 
The  number  of  trawlers  dealt  with  was  700,  2,744  lbs.  of  bait  were  laid,  and,  of  this 
quantity,  1,385  lbs.  were  missing. 

At  the  beginning  of  May,  with  assistance  from  the  City  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment, the  usual  campaign  against  rats  in  the  sewers  in  the  central  part  of  the  City 
was  commenced.  The  number  of  manholes  treated  was  703.  In  the  course  of  the 
campaign  380  lbs.  of  bait  were  laid,  and,  of  this  quantity,  109  lbs.  have  been  eaten 
or  taken  away.  INlince  and  arsenic  were  mainly  used  as  bait. 
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Twelve  miles  of  burns  were  similarly  treated,  45  lbs.  of  poisoned  bait  being 

laid. 

It  is  considered  that  this  campaign  is  essential,  as  it  has  been  found  that  the 
surface  infestations  show  considerable  improvement  following  upon  the  servicing 
of  the  sewers. 

All  vessels  entering  the  Harbour  are  examined  and,  where  essential,  the 
necessary  steps  taken  for  the  extermination  of  rats. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928. 

Five  “official”  samples  were  procured  under  the  above  Acts  and  duly  analysed. 
All  the  samples  were  procured  from  bedding  manufacturers.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

Administration. 

Seventeen  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  alleged  contra- 
ventions of  the  Shops  Acts.  These  complaints  received  immediate  attention. 

The  provisions  of  these  Acts  and  the  Half-Holiday  Orders  and  Closing  Orders 
made  thereunder  have  been  regularly  enforced.  In  all,  2,744  inspections  were 
made,  and  the  contraventions  discovered  consisted  mainly  of  failure  to  exhibit  the 
statutory  notices. 

Half-Holiday  Orders. 

There  are  16  Half-Holiday  Orders  in  force  in  the  City. 

Closing  Order  under  Section  5 (for  Fixing  the  Closing  Hour  for  the  Several 
Days  of  the  Week). 

There  are  seven  Closing  Orders  in  force,  viz.,  for  chemists,  boot  and  shoe 
dealers,  hairdressers,  ironmongers,  drapers,  butchers,  and  watchmakers  and 
jewellers.  It  should  be  mentioned  that,  since  the  war  and  the  operation  of  Regula- 
tion 60  AB.,  most  shops  are  now  closing  earlier  than  the  hour  prescribed  under  the 
above  Orders. 
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Section  1 (2) — Shop  Assistants’  Half-Holiday. 

In  474  of  tlie  2,744  shops  visited,  it  was  found  that  the  assistants’  weekly 
half-holiday  notice  was  not  being  exhibited.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  each 
case. 

Section  10  (1) — Conditions  for  Mixed  Shops  remaining  open  on  Weekly 
Half-Holiday. 

The  attention  of  121  shopkeepers  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  Notices 
required  under  this  Section  were  not  being  exhibited.  After  warning,  the  Notices 
required  were  exhibited. 

Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928. 

The  inspection  of  shops  which  remain  open  for  the  sale  of  certain  commodities 
after  the  closing  hours  prescribed  in  the  various  Half-Holiday  and  Closing  Orders 
and  in  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928,  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief 
Constable. 

Shops  Act,  1934  (as  amended  by  Part  II  of  the  Young  Persons  Employment 
Act,  1938). 

This  Act  regulates  the  hours  of  employment  of  persons  under  the  age  of  18 
years,  who  are  employed  about  the  business  of  wholesale  or  retail  shops  or  employed 
elsewhere  in  connection  with  wholesale  trade  or  business,  and  makes  provision  as 
to  the  arrangements  in  shops  and  warehouses  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
workers. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  under  the  above  Act  was  2,744.  Again  the 
contraventions  mainly  consisted  of  failure  to  exhibit  the  statutory  notices  as 
enacted  in  Section  7. 

The  occupier  of  any  shop  about  the  business  of  which  young  persons  are 
employed  shall,  in  the  prescribed  form  and  in  the  prescribed  manner,  keep  a 
record  of  the  hours  worked  by,  and  of  the  intervals  allowed  for  rest  and  meals  to, 
every  young  person  employed,  and  particulars  of  all  overtime  shall  be  entered  in 
the  records.

On  the  shops  being  re-visited,  it  was  found  that  the  necessary  forms  had  been 
provided. 

It  is  proper  to  mention  that  the  hours  of  work  of  young  persons  employed  in 
shops,  warehouses,  &c.,  tended  to  be  less  than  those  prescribed  under  the  Act. 

The  Shops  Act,  1950,  an  Act  to  consolidate  all  previous  Shops  Acts,  came 
into  operation  on  1st  October. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES  AND  HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

At  tlie  end  of  1950,  there  were  only  two  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City, 
viz.,  the  Sailors’  Home  and  the  Home  for  Deep  Sea  Fishermen.  Six  day  visits  and 
three  night  visits  were  made. 

The  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  seven,  being  one  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  number  includes  three 
houses  which  were  formerly  registered  as  common  lodging-houses,  but  which,  on 
account  of  the  charge  per  night  having  been,  in  1920,  increased  beyond  the  sum  of 
6d.,  were  transferred  to  the  register  of  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

The  number  of  day  visits  was  10,  and  night  visits,  74.  The  houses  were  kept 
in  good  repair  and  in  a cleanly  condition.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  bedding. 

The  number  of  lodgers  at  the  Corporation  Lodging-house  ranged  from  113  to 
201.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  ranged  from  149  to  199.  The  number  of 
day  visits  was  10,  and  night  visits,  12. 

During  the  year  the  interior  of  the  Corporation  Lodging-house  was  completely 
repainted,  the  floor  of  the  kitchen  relaid  with  tiles,  the  cooking  facilities  altered 
and  improved,  and  a gas  geyser — giving  a supply  of  hot  water — installed  in  the 
kitchen. 

The  central  heating  installation  is  also  in  course  of  being  renewed. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (K). 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  CINEMAS,  &c. 

All  places  of  public  entertainment  were  periodically  visited  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  licensed  places  of  amusement  is  43,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid 
was  177. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (L). 

Occasional  Licences. 

In  addition,  61  applications  were  received  for  occasional  licences.  All  these 
premises  were  inspected  and  reports  regarding  the  sanitary  conveniences,  &c.,  sub- 
mitted to  the  Magistrates. 

BILLIARD  SALOONS. 

Acting  on  the  instructions  of  the  Magistrates,  all  the  billiard  saloons  (11)  in 
the  City  were  inspected,  and  any  cleaning  or  repairs  carried  out  before  the  licences 
were  renewed.  The  number  of  inspections  was  24. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (M). 

PORT  SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

In  accordance  with  the  Scheme  of  Port  Sanitary  Administration  prepared  by 
the  Local  Authority  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  165 
vessels — 142  foreign  and  23  coastwise — were  inspected  during  the  year.  Of  these, 
14  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
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Careful  inquiry  is  made  regarding  the  presence  of  rats.  Preventive  measures 
were  taken  on  board  all  vessels  arriving  from  plague-suspected  ports.  These  con- 
sisted of  the  provision  of  rat-guards  for  all  mooring  ropes  and  hawsers  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  rats  on  shore  and  the  taking  of  destructive  measures  on  board. 
Specimens  of  rats  secured  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  in 
all  cases  negative  results  were  obtained.

These  Regulations  require,  inttr-ulia,  that,  ou  the  arrival  of  a ship  from  a 
foreign  port,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  a duly  authorised  officer  of  the  local 
authority  acting  on  his  behalf  shall  require  the  master  to  produce  a valid  deratisa- 
tion  certificate  or  a valid  deratisation  exemption  certificate. 
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'A  “valid”  certificate  means  a certificate  issued  under  these  Itegulations  or  at 
an  approved  foreign  port  which  has  not  been  current  for  more  than  six  months  or, 
in  the  case  of  a ship  proceeding  to  her  home  port,  more  than  seven  months  from
